states. 

As explanation for the demand, 
the communication outlines that 
during recent years negotiations, 
the library district has pleaded an 
inability to upgrade wages and 
benefits for its employees to a 
comparable level with — library 


employees throughout the county.

Church In The 
Marketplace Offers 
Unique Ministry 


“The City of Placentia has a 
rather unique ministry in its city.” 
the Reverend David Brostom, pastor 
of The Church in The Marketplace, 
points out. “It is a church that 
carries out its spiritual mission from 
the vantage point of the Sierra Vista 
Shopping Center. located at the 
corner of Bastanchury Road and 
Placentia Avenue. 

“Faced with suburbia’s high cost 
of land and buildings,” Rev. 
Bostrom continued, “this congrega- 
tion opted to lease. space to use for 
worship and ministry rather than to 
buy property. 

‘The church, because of its 
location, chose to minister to the 
community on the basis of need 
assessment. It has conducted a 
variety of serices including a Bible 
Study bookstore. a counseling 
center, a drop-in ministry for youth, 
the XYZ club, a Semor Citizen 
ministry and the regular Bible 
preaching and teaching sessions. 


“The core group membership is 
composed of a highly committed 
membership of about 100 people 
who sustain the ministry with 
leadership and funds for opera- 
tion.” 

The pastoral leadership has been 
given by Rev. Bostrom, who is a 
veteran pastor of 26° years of 
ministry. In addition to his pastoral 
duties, Rev. Bostrom serves as a 
member of the National Board of 
Home Missions of the Baptist 
General Conference with headquar- 


ters in Evanston, Illinois. 

The associate minister of the 
church is Terry Walling, a Talbot 
Seminary student who is in charge of 
the Bridge, a program of youth 
ministry. Walling is known in the 
City of Placentia having directed the 
summer day camp sponsored by the 
city’s Recreation Department. 

The church has recently moved its 
chapel within the center and the 
target date for its dedication of the 
new space is April 24, Rev. Bostrom 
reports. 

The church has been featured in 
metropolitan newspaper Stories, on 
television and has received some 
national recognition over — its 
rejection of the idea of ‘spending a 
half million dollars for brick and 
stone’’ to build a church. The 
congregation has recently renewed a 
five vear lease at the shopping 
center. 

Rev. Brostrom explained that the 
ministry at the church is personal 
“almost like an extension of a family 
with individual counseling and 
concern. 

“Weare independent, we have no 
debts, we are not supported from the 
outside at all. In our congregation 
there 1s a caring relationship."’ he 
explains. 

The pastor said that he has 
received letters from across the 
nation — from tecent national 
publicity. of people inquiring how 
the church is organized and its 
purposes. The church has been in 
the shopping center for eight years.

End Of A Legend— | 
Ruby Smith Is Dead

A part of a legend passed away 
here over a week ago. A legend of 
the Blues 

The chapter closed with the death 
of Miss Ruby Walker Smith. not 
known te the average American but 
whose assoctaden with Besste Smuth 
was the dominating factor in her life 

Bessie Smith wus the famed 
“Empress of the Blues’ one of the 
bestknown signers of all umes and a 
major recording artist for Columbia 
Reeords 

Her life ended in an automobile 
accidentona Missippt Road, several 
years ago, perhaps a more likely 
place than that of the death of her 
husband's niece. Miss Ruby Walker 
Smith. Ruby spent much of her life 
with Bessie 

Ruby Smith. as she was known to 
her friends in Placentia. arrived in 
these environs bs several quirks of 
fate 

Twenty sears sounger than Bessie 
Snnth. Rubs had been her lifelong 
companion before her death, 
traveling with her, appearing in her 
mans stage shows and in the interim 
learning something of her untque 
singing stvle 

Ruby also had appeared on the 
Stage as a star, once in New York's 
Town Hall, where she had been 
encouraged by her backers to 
emulate the style of the world: 
famous Bessie 

In ume age took its toll and Ruby 
Walker. who changed her name to 
Ruby Smith in fond remembrance of 
Bessie, died in oa neighboring 
convalescenthome here of the affect 
of cancer. She was 3 

Her funeral. unlike Bessie’s 
which in 1937 was one of the largest 


Philadelphia had ever witnessed. 
was modest, with only a few close 
friends she had made since she set 
up housekeeping in’ a Placentia 
apartment. The setting was far 
removed trom the glitter of show 
business oor othe raucous and 
sumulating life stvle of living with 
Bessie. 

Ruby Smith came to Placentia bs 
aceident...or natural catastrophe 
She was summoned to the west coast 
trom a life of the remnants of show 
business and working as a 
housemaid and companion for other 
tanulies on the east coast. 

The call west came from a major 
mouion picture studio intent on 
doing a movie on Bessie Smith 
Rubs the only living authority on 
Bessie Smith, was to serve as the 
technical adviser for the film. 

Busing from the east coast, Ruby. 
she later recalled. had set her 
destination for Hollywood, arrived 
at a downtown Los Angeles bus 
terminal pracucally the same 
moment as the San Fernando Valley 
earthquake. Hearing about that, she 
contnued her bus journey to a next. 
hopefully safer stop. That turned out 
to be Fullerton 

The planned = moton picture. 
losing financial backing. never 
materialized and Ruby eventually 
found herself in a Placentia 
apartment, doing housework as long 
as her health would permit and sull 
reaching a hand out to the glamour 
andexcitementof the show business 
world. 

She could still bring the house 
down with her voice and singing 
some of Bessie’s favorites, she 
became in demand when people
